Mme. S\in. widow ol tlie Cliliiesr repiibllCB 
founder, Is also the alster-In-iaw iir General- 
iKsslmo Chlanc Kai-shek. She l,s reputedly a 
woman ol atroiiB character and liberal con- 
victions who disagrees strongly with Chiang 
and hLs methods. But it Is Impossible to say 
how much of thl.s objection Is based on Ideal- 
ism, and how much on the Soong family's 
private quarrels. 

Obviously, Mme. Sun has a deep sympa- 
thetic understanding of China. That does not 
mean, however, that she understands Ameri- 
ca. And when she .■iay-s tliat Chinese and 
American "reactionaries" promote China's 
civil strife in the hope of starting a war be- 
tween the United States and Rus.sla, there la 
good reason for saying "Poppycockl" 

Mme. Sun surely is confusing possible result 
with Intention. America's foreign policy Is not 
ao confused, stupid or bloodthirsty as lo plan 
such a catastrophe. The men who shape that 
policy are not bo weak or so mad as to permit 
such a plan to be formulated and carried out 
under their noses. 

Yet our Chinese policy Is of enough ap- 
parent stupidity and confusion to make Mme. 
Sun's assumption forgivable. Officially, our 
efforts are directed toward a united and rep- 
resentative Chinese government. Genera! 
Marshall has worked heroically tor many dis- 
couraging months to bring these effort* lo a 
successful conclusion. 

At the same time. It Is also our official 
policy to arm. train and support the nation- 
alist army. While we have urged a compro- 
mise we have also strengthened Chiang's 
forces to a point where the Generall.sslmo 
now aeems fee! himself strong enough for 
& Eucceaeful showdown. 

Only now Is Washington reported to bo 
Dorulderlng an arms embargo in the hope 
of averting full-scale civil war in Chlnal 

Our armed old to Chiang was explained as 
neceseary In helping deport the defeated 
Japanese. When that was accomplished, 
was excused on the wartime assumption that 
Chiang's government was representative and 
democratic. 

But the weight of evidence presented by 
American writers of all political cohiplexlona 
who have been In China Is that the Chiang 
government has many of the objectionable 
features of dictatorship, such aa repression 
of personal liberties, liquidation of oppose 
tlon, and complete identification of the gov- 
ernment with the ruling party. 

Likewise, the consensus of American writ- 
ers Is that the Chinese comniunlsUs long since 
drifted far from the krcmlln, and that their 
program emphasizes free speech, free elec- 
tions, lower land rents, more ownership of 
.land, and local self-government. 

In all this confusion it does seem dear that 
our present conflicting policy can get both 
China and us Into serious trouble. It can 
sqander the Independence of China, which 
we helped buy at such great cost. And It can 
further embarrass our relations with Ru.isla, 
whom we righteously reprove for interference 
and undue Influence In other people's 
fairs.

Speculation on the possibilities of atomic 
power had a brief life In general conversa- 
tion. Immediately after the first atomic bomb 
was dropped there were all sorts of guesses aa 
to when we should have automobiles, air- 
planes, trains and ships driven by the enertry 
released from a hunk of metal the size of a 
p«a or a lump of coal. 

Verj' shortly afterward, however, It was 
pointed put that the deadly rays of this re- 
leased energy would require such a heavy 
weight of protective metal ns to make atomic 
motive power Impractical, at !ea.st tor per- 
lonal vehicles. And so almost everybody for- 
got the whole matter. Almost, but not (lulte 
everybody. 

For now comes an army air forces an- 
nouncement that atom-driven planes are at 
least "practical," and that aircraft manufac- 
turers have been working for several months 
toward the point where the pronouncement 
of practicality could be made, 

.Solution of the problems Involved Is of 
course, barely started. ApparenUy any atom- 
powered aircraft envisioned at present would 
have to be flown by remote control, as affects 
of the rays would doubtless be fatal. Thus 
the presently-planned plane would be a mili- 
tary crait — adding to 'the destructive, fright- 
ening uses of atomic power. 

But tbl« Is only a beginning. With the 
»tomlo age leas than a year old, one "Impos- 
slbla" taaJt Is on the way to being conquered. 
It lends strength to the notion that In two or 
tlirte decades man will have changed his life , 
tod the world until you wouldn't know the 
old place. One can only hope that we shau 
. ftUlmuittoicnowit.
